Stock-Farming. 

British Columbia would nppoar to bo 
eminently uduptod for etock-furming. 
On tho Mainland, especially east of tho 
Cascade Range, tho nutritious grasses 
make beet quicker and better tbau iu nny 
othor country ot wbioh wo havo hoard. 
Too famous bunch -grass of tho intorior 
possessed bonf-mnkiny virtueB unequalled, 
BO far as wo know, in tho world. In tho 
lower country and on Vancouver Island, 
whero tho absence of tho bnncb-grnss is 
in a measure componsalod for by a lux- 
uriant growth of wild pea-vine, of 
rushes, and a variety ot highly nutritions 
grasses, especially luxuriant on the riob 
bottoms Btock-ftirrning can be 
carried on wiih perhaps oqaal suoooe?. 
And it is a no;iooable char- 
acteristic of iho country, oonaidering iho 
northerly latitude, tbut both on tbo 
.Mainland und on ibe Island cuttle come 
through ordinary winter?, uuhousod and 
nncared for, without ony appreciable 
loss of flssb, and in some localities ihey 
como out rollicking lat in tho spring 1 
Under thoso circumstances it cannot bo 
surprising that ulmost every settler has 
goue moro or less extensively into Blot k- 
larming and that, ns a consequence, 
the oygregato number of bbef- attlo has 
got to bo very largo. It is matter of 
surprise that tho farmers cn Vancouver 
Island have not turned their attention 
more to this branch. Victoria, wiih itj 
ever increasing population und its luigt-' 
naval and maritime interests, must con- 
tinue to prteout a largo and growing 
market ; and tho facility with which ii 
can be reached during all tho seasons 
of Ihe year givos thoso rcsidout on Van- 
couver Island a decided advantage 
Over tho mainlaoders. Taking tbo Col- 
ony as a whole, Wo aro led to conclude 
Ibat, with tho exception of occasional 
Importations for tho improvement if 
brbod, Britisn Columbia is now suffi- 
ciently well stooked to supply her own 
maiket8 with beef. Yet, in the faco oi 
this laot, we find that tbo prineiplo mar- 
ket is still mainly supplied with foreign 
beef. With plenty of stock in tbc 
country and the natural facilities for 
increafing it indefinitely, wo aro still 
sending in tho neighborhood of one 
hundred thousand di.Lurs a year oat of 
tbo country lor live stock ! Of cour.-u', 
this ruii.008 drain upon our wealth is 
largely owing to tbo tact that proper 
facilities do not oxist lor bringing the 
stock from the couutry east of tho Cas- 
cade Rjngo to tho seaboard. Lookirg 
at it as a question of financial policy 
alone, i5 is sheer folly to permit a con- 
tinuance of such a very undesirable state 
of things. It would be infinitely bettei 
to take that ono hundred thou.-and 
dollars, or, at any rate, a large part c f 
it, for the purpose ot opening avenues 
through which tbo accumulating stock 
of tho interior might reach this market, 
and thereby keep that large annual sum 
in tbo colony to strengthen and euriob 
its industrial iutcroeis. >Vo assume that 
the Canadian Customs Tariff will bo 
at onco extended to this part of the 
Dominion ; for we cannot boiiovo 
that tho peoploof tbo Pao ; 5o Provineo 
Will bo lound so utterly blind to their 
own true interests ns to unnecessarily 
und wantoaly lux broud und industry to 
death in tho name ot a p uedo-proteo- 
tion which can never be attained. It 
Will ba observed that tho Canadian tar- 
iff i3 very much moro favorable to the 
Slock-larming interests of tho country 
than our present turiU". At present 
beeves pay an import duty or S3 a 
head ; oinvs §2 ; but no reduction h 
mado in favor of breeding stock. Uu- 
dor the (Jauadian tariff animals ol all 
kiuds pay a duty ot ten per cent ad 
valorem, excepting such animals as aro 
imported for tbo improvement of stock, 
which are admitted free, Ten per cent 
ad valorem would be equal to an average 
duty oi $6 per head OU black cattle, 
moro than double present rules. -Now 
this appears to be precisely suited to the 
wants und circuni tanoos of tho coun- 
try. With proper facilities to roach the 
markets, and with BUb'tantial prutiC- 
tiof, all that the Province would 
need to import would bo animals 
iur tho improvemofit of stock, These 
t'io Canadian tariff uou d give us 
free, while tho present stupid larifl 
exacts full ratos. And with a protec- 
tive duty of six dollars u head thorn 
wjuld ho little disposition to import 
foreign bcof. We do u-.t want another 
hc-ot I Wo may bo told,—" Oh, you 
go in for protection, after all," Yes, 
wnen we lino something tangible to pro- 
tect, u od in protecting which wo can at 
onco build up a large domestic interest, 
stop tho outflow ol ono hundred tboii- 
Bund dol'ats a 3 oar, nor -ond a single, 
gratuitous doll&i- vo Ottawa. Ilia pei- 
Icctly clear that under tho Canadian 
tariff Htoek-farming w mid assume bugo 
proportions, and become Gnu of tbo most 
lucrativo industries iu tho Colony, 
« liut whero is tho market to bo found 
for all this beef 1 »» In tho open mouths 
ol tho thousands who must come into 
tbo country in order to oonstruot out 
railways, and other public works

Tub Saturday Review says; 'the mania 
for tramways iu tbe metropolis almost equals 
the mania for railwuys over all England 
five and twenty yourn ago. Tbe parallel be- 
tween tho two periods of excitemeGt pro- 
mises to bo disagreeably oomplete, Tho 
metropolis is likely to bu divided among a 
number ol independent companies, who in 
their relations wi h ono anuthor will follow 
tho harmonious example of the ohi'if railway 
companies. There i«, iodaed. one great dif- 
ference between 1871 aud 1H-1C. Applica 
tions lo obtain power to construct tramways 
aro in peceral to be made in tha first insiance 
to tbe Board of Tr&dej bo tbtt the proceed- 
ings beloro Committees cf both Houses ol 
Purliauieut, in which competing railway 
cempasies oxrecd suvb onormous sums of 
mnnoy havo boen lor the mo?t part obviated. 
The Metropolitan Board ol Work*, which is 
the 'local amhority' under tho Act, has coi- 
aenlod to no loss thin ibMy-one sohemes. A 
sohedolo ol iheeo BCbemos, which is Bppond- 
ed to tha repoit ol the Boat (.1 of i'rade, dis- 
plays that same pleasing variety of sounding 
titles in which the genius of the projectors 
o( 184G was so prolifio. The I*i m I ico, Peck- 
ham and Greenwich Street Tramways Co 
must sorely bo tbo product of a brain which 
wants only opportunity to rival the uchieva- 
metiti of the age ol speculative punts. It is 
to be feared that that portion ol the inhabi- 
tants of Lundon which objeois to tramways 
altogether will count for as Ltllo in tho im- 
pending conflict as did the elderly peers 
owning parks end pleasure grounds, who in 
the last generation opposed railways.'
